*ROCK OF AGES.”

A Sketeh of the Author of That Widely
Fopular Hyrau.

The recent proposal to celebrate the
assaciution f Augustus Montague Top-
lady with Trinite college, Dublin, hos
pluced the author of “Rock of Ages"
ouce more on the borders of the living
land, says the London Sundsy Maga-
zine. In truth, there is some need to
have the pame of Toplody recalled to
us, for, althoogh everybods kuows his
famous hymn, the man himself is all
bt forgotten, Yet Toplady was a nots-
ble character in the theologioal ciroles
of his time. Toplady was the son of »
major in the army and was born in
1740 at Farpham, in Sorrey. His fa-
ther wos Eilled at the sivge of Cartha-
genn, beforn the boy was a year old,
and the futore preacher was thus lefs
solely to the care of bis widowed muther
—a sister, by the way, of Rev, M
Bate, the rector of St Panl's, Deptford.
Like Charles Wesley, be was a pupil ot
Westmiuster school, from which he
passed in due time to Trinity college,
Dublin, his mother having remoyed to
Ireland. According to Teplads's own
noeount, his eonversion was  brooght
about when he was ouly 18 by hearing
a workiogman prescher named Morris
ina barn at a place called Codymain,
He died of consumption in 1778,

Toplady, besides being s lsborioos
student, had early empoyed himself in
the diversion of ver nking, Iudeed,
he printed o little volame in Dublin in
1759, when Lie wus only 19, Later on,
while at Broad Hembury, be issued o
pallection of no fewer than 419 ** Paulms
and Hymps For Publio and Private
Worship,"" o copsideruble number of
which wero from his own pen.

Indeed, if we except “ Rock
of Ages,'" ** Your Horps, Ye Trembling
Saints, "' smd perhaps “Object of My
First Desire,”" we shall be safe in suy-
ing that Toplady's hywns have quite
passed into oblivion, or at least arg re-
memberad ruly Ly the curlons in such
matters
